1976 CROP 

PLANTED ACREAGE: The total acreage planted in 
New York State in 1976 was 940 acres, an increase of 
110 acres over the 830 acres planted in 1975 and 
slightly more than the 910 acres in 1974 

PRODUCTION: Celery acreage harvested in New York 
in 1976 was 890 acres, an increase over the 810 
acres harvested in 1975 and 820 acres in 1974. 
The yield per acre in 1976 was 344 hundredweight 
coflipared with a slightly lower yield of 322 
hundredweight per acre in 1975 and a higher yield 
of 460 hundredweight in 1974. 

GROWING CONDITIONS: Below normal rainfall was 
recorded during the beginning of the growing 
season and above normal precipitation was exper- 
ienced in later months. With dry soil conditions 
in April irrigation was necessary. May was 
generally cool but in June weather turned wanner 
and celery made good growth. Temperatures in 
July were below normal and there was excessive 
moisture. The first part of August was again wet, 
with up to 2o5 inches of rain left by Hurricane 
Belle. September was cool with brief periods of 
hot weather and cloudy, wet weather prevailed at 
the end of September and the first part of 
Octobero 

HARVEST: Light cutting began in the middle of 
July and peak harvest volume was reported in late 
September, Heavy rains delayed harvest periodically. 
Final light cuttings were made at the end of 
Octobero Mechanical harvesting was the principal 
method used« 

PACKAGING I TRANSPORTATION: Orange County Celery 
was packed in wireboufKl-^r^i^s» All shipments were 
made by truck. Truck shipments were converted into 
carlot equivalents using the factor of 700 crates 
per carlot. 

41 CITIES UNLOADS: New York grown celery was un- 
loaded and sold mostly in the Northeastern States 
during 1976. New York City was the largest 
receiving point. 

MARKETING: Quality of celery offerings was good 
to very good until the latter part of the season, 
when quality was variable. Offerings were mostly 
of small or medium size. Celery was generally 
precooled before shipment. The first market 
report of F.O.B,Celery sales was issued July 20. 
Prices for 4 and 6 dozen sizes ranged $5«50-6.50 
during late July, Prices in August began at 
$4.25-4.50 and declined to 13»50 in mid August, 
in part due to competition with Western growing 
areas. Thereafter prices rose slowly to $5oOO- 
5.50, as national supplies were light. By the 
end of September prices declined to l3«0Û-3o50 
and the final report was issued October 13 when 
prices leveled at t3«50-4.00. Most shipments 
were destined for fresh market and a few bulk 
sales of chopped celery were made to processors.

PLANTED ACREAG^: In New York in 1976, acreage 
planted in sweet com was 16 JOO acres, the saie 
as in 1975* 16,000 acres were planted in 1974o 

PRODIlCTICTIg New York harvested sweet com acreage 
was reduced to 15,3DO acres, down from the 16,000 
acres hahrested in 1975 and slightly nore than the 
15,000 acres in 197^. The yield per acre in 1976 
was 65 hundredweight, the sane as in the previous 
season but less than the 78 hundredweight per acre 
of 1974. 

GROWING CONDITIONS; Sweet com plantings were 
generally on schedule. There was below nomal 
rainfall in June, but weather was warn« Huiid, 
rainy weather was experienced the first part of 
July. The first part of August was also wet, 
curtailing harvesting but later in the oonth and 
early Septenber shippers experienced many clear 
dayso The end of Septeiber was hot and huiid, with 
sone rains, bringing the season to a close« 

HARVEST; Light harvest began in the third week of 
July and peak harvest occurred the week of August 
15-21o Harvest ended late in Septeiber with 
cooler weather and sone rain o Shipients reported 
in 1976 totaled 848 carlots coipared with 934 a 
year ago« Harvesting was done by nanual labor 
and iechanical harvesters« 

MARKETING; The quality of sweet com offerings 
was generally good in 1976o Host com was 
precooled and iced before sbipaent« The first 
reported covering FoOoB. prices for com froi the 
Hudson Valley was issued on July 26o Yellow com 
in crates or sacks of 4 1/2 to 5 dozen ears ranged 
$3o50 to $4.50 in the end of July« In the first 
part of August prices held at t3oOO to $3«50 while 
in the second half yellow com ranged t2.50 to t3<>00o 

Early in Septeiber prices advanced, reaching $5*00 
by Septeiber the 14th, followed by a decline to 
$3.50 last two weeks of Septeiber« The final 
market report for sweet corn in 1976 was released 
Septeiber 28th. 

PACKAGING; Sweet com was packed in wirebound crates 
and paper or nesh sacks of approxiiately 4 1/2 to 
5 dozen ears. Containers were usually iced. 

TRANSPORTATION; All shipient$ were iade by truck. 
Truck shipnents were converted into carlot equival- 
ents using the factor of 725 containers per carlot.

PLANTED ACREAGE; The total lettuce ecreage planted 
in New York in 1976 vas 3,900 acres, less than the 
1973 acreage of 4,300 and 4,000 acres in 1974. 

PRODUCTION; New York lettuce acreage harvested in 
1976 was 2,800 acres, down froe the 3,200 acres 
harvested in 1973 and 1974. The yield per acre in 
1976 was 180 hundredweight per acre, compared with 
193 hundredweight in 1973 and 198 hundredweight in 
1974. 

PACKAGING; Iceberg lettuce was packed itt cartons 
of 24 heads and vacuui cooled as required by 
article 13*C of the New York Stat« Agriculture ( 
Markets Law. Roiaine was packed in 1 1/9 bi^shel 
crates and cartons, usually containing 14^18 heads 
each» Boston type lettuce was packed in Eastern 
Boston crates of 1 1/9 bushel crates containing 
24 heads* 

TRAHSPORTAHON; All shipments were lade by truck. 
Truck shipaents were converted to carlot equivalents 
by using the factors of 823 cartons per carlot for 
Iceberg and 830 packages per carlot for Boston and 
Roaaine lettuce. 

41 CITIES UNLOADS; New York grown lettuce was 
unloaded and sold iostly in Northeastern aarkets* 
Najor receiving points were Baltiaore-Mashington, 
Boston, New York City, Philadelphia and Pittsburgh* 

EASTERN NEM YORK - ORANGE COUNTY 

GROWING CONDITIONS; Early, growth was aarked with 
soae bum off, and replanting was soaetiaes 
necessary* Early stands were spotty and light, but 
crop «ade good growth June. Rains late in June and 
the first part of July resulted in reducing the 
quality of lettuce as well as delaying harvest soae- 
what. Quality improved later in July as acre favor- 
able weather was experienced. After heavy rains 
left by Hurricane Belle early in August marketable 
supplies were practically finished. 

(EASTERN NEU YORK - CONÜNUED) 
HARVEST; Light cuttki§ of Boston and Roiaine type 
lettuce began in aid Jun9 followed by harvest of 
iceberg lettuce by the end of June. Peak harvest was 
reached in the second and third weeks of July when 
191 loads were shipped. Rains in latt July^ an4 early 
August delayed harvesting and resulted in dirty 
lettuce, and soae acreage was left unbarvested. 

HARKETIN6; The first market report of Orange County 
Lettuce F.O.B. prices was released on June 22. 
Boston lettuce initially brought $3*00 per crate, 
advanced to 13*30 the first week of July and after a 
brief decline to as low as $2.30, prices increased to 
t4.?M.30 ^he first part of Aujust. At the end of 
the season prices rose to t4.30-3.00. Roaaine lettuce 
was priced tl.30-2.23 the first few weeks of the season 
and by the end of July prices rose to $3.00-3.30. By 
the third week of August prices advanced to t3.30-4.00. 
Iceberg lettuce began the season at $3.30 and by the 
first week of July wa^ priced $4.30-3.00. Thereafter 
prices declined, but by the week endiag July 23 
liaited offerings brought as high as |8.00, due to a 
demand exceeding the national supply. After that 
week supplies of iceberg lettuce becue insuff^pient 
to quote* The last report for Orange County lettuce 
was released on August 17« 
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LETTUCE (Continued) 
WESTERN HEW YORK^OSHEGO 

HIGHLIGHTS - All plantings delayed by wet fields. 
Cool weather delayed Maturity and harvest schedules. 
Selling voluie was limited by light supplies through 
the deal* Prices in upward trend during most of the 
season and closed strong. 

ACREAGE - Oswego County lettuce acreage totaled 843 
acres on June k,  down 17 percent fron 1973, according 
to the New York Crop Reporting Service. Last year, 
the 1973 acreage on corresponding June h totaled 
1,012 acres but by nid*August, all lettuce plantings 
had increased to 2,290 acres. Similar late plantings 
this year also increased total acreage. 

Lettuce acreage declined sharply in all other Upstate 
■uckland sections« Elba section acreage decreased 87 
percent this season and for the first tine in recent 
years no vacuun cooling facilities i«ere available. 
Cana^tota. Potter and Prattsburg sec+ions also 
showed sharp acreage declines fron the previous year. 

Erie. Chautauoua and Niagara Counties in the western 
end of the state followed their traditional early 
harvest pattern. These sections narketed their first 
Iceberg lettuce during the first week of June and 
finished their deal late that nonth. 

MEAtiJiER AND CROP - Oswego lettuce seeding schedules 
were delayed by wet fields fron the start. Excess 
noisture continued to be a problen during the first 
half of July and replanting continued well into that 
nonth* Cool weather favored quality during nost of 
the harvest season but also resulted in naturity 
delays and lengthened between field skips* Hide- 
spread anticipation of heavy late season offerings 
nBier naterialized and supplies were light to the 
end* There was no supply peak this season. 

HARKETIN6 • Light offerings during the early part 
of July aold at nostly t4«00-4.30 per carton 24s 
vacuun cooling included. During the latter half of 
July, offerings continued limited because of the 
weather an^d prices adv^viced to nostly |6«23-7*00/ 
carton. Prices touched a high of t7o30 during the 
last week of July and first week of August. Prices 
declined during the renainder of August with nost 
sales at t3*00«*3«30o After Labor Day, the narket 
strengthened and prices advanced to 17*30-8.30 per 
carton« The deal finished during the last week ef 
Septenber at t3«00-7o00/carton» Canadian buyers 
were active during nost of the season and the 
increased buying was attributed to denand resulting 
fron crowds attending the Montreal Olynpic Ganes* 

HOVEHENT «^ Early season wet weather coupled with a
